The State of Louisiana, Department of Public Safety and Corrections, Office of State
Police (“Division™), appeals the Hearing Officer’s decision. The Hearing Officer ordered TLC
Games, Inc. (“TLC”), an applicant for a Type 6 video gaming license, to pay to North Louisiana
Amusement & Gaming, LLC (“North Louisiana Amusement”) all gaming revenues it received
under North Louisiana Amusement’s license, subject to credits on gaming revenues previously
delivered, after which TLC Games’ application withdrawal request will be approved.

The Division and TLC presented a mutually acceptable resolution of this matter to the
Louisiana Gaming Control Board. The Board is in accord with the resolution. The resolution
provides that Rhonda Summerlin, the 100% shareholder of TLC, shall not participate in the
video gaming industry in Louisiana in any capacity which would require her to be found suitable
by the Division for a period of two and one half (2 %) years from the date of this decision; TLC
shall pay a civil penalty of Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00); and TLC shall
withdraw its application. The application withdrawal and payment shall be made within ten (10)
days of this decision. The appeal will be dismissed upon receipt of application withdrawal and

payment.
